To the inhabitants of the school district of the Town of 
Marlow qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the John D. Perkins, Sr. 
School in said district on the 4th day of March, 1974 at 1:00 
o'clock in the afternoon to act upon Article I, and to reconvene 
in said school at 7:00 o'clock in the evening to take up the 
remaining articles in the warrant. 


1. To choose a moderator, clerk, and treasurer for the 
ensuing year; a school board member to fill a vacancy for the 
ensuing year, and a school board member for the ensuing three 
(3) years; and to choose agents, committees, or any other 
officers in relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


2. To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees, 
or other officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


3. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to employ the Municipal Accounting Division of 
the State Tax Commission to audit the financial records of 
the District. 


4. To see if the District shall accept the provisions 
of R.S.A. 195-A or any amendments thereto, providing for the 
establishing of an AREA school in Keene, to serve grades nine 
through twelve from the School Districts of Marlow and Stoddard 
in accordance with the plans on file with the School District 
Clerk. 


5. To see if the District shall accept the provisions 
of R.S.A. 197:l-a or any amendments thereto, providing for 
the election of its district officers by separate ballot at 
the annual Marlow Town Meeting. 


6. To see if the District will vote to accept the 
provisions of Title I, Title II, and Title III, Public Law 
89-10 (Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965), and 
to appropriate such funds as may be made available to the 
district under said Federal Act for such particular projects 
as may be determined by the School Board. Further, to see 
if the district will authorize the school board to make 
application for such funds and to expend the same for such 
projects as it may designate, 


7. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to make application for and to accept, on behalf 
of the district, any or all grants or other funds for educa- 
tional purposes which may now or hereafter be forthcoming 
from the United States Government, the State of New Hampshire, 
or any federal, state or private agency.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the citizens of the Town of Marlow: 


I am pleased to submit my annual report of the Marlow School 
District for the past year. I would like to devote this report 
to the major accomplishment in Marlow this year, that of building 
a new elementary school. Also of importance is the joining of 
the AREA plan with Keene for junior high school students and the 
impending AREA plan for high school students with the Keene School 
District. These three factors have assured Marlow of quality 
education for their students for many years to come. 


The leadership and foresight of the Marlow School Board 
should be recognized and appreciated by all Marlow citizens. 
Much work and dedicated service has preceeded this year's actions. 
A thorough consideration and review of all options has been the 
accomplishment of many dedicated people in the town under the 
leadership of the school board. Everyone who has been asked to 
share in this research and study has done so with a great deal 
of interest and enthusiasm. A united effort has served to re~ 
solve these educational problems in Marlow. 


A key to success in the resolution of these problems has 
been the way the school board and other study committees have 
kept everyone informed of progress in these study areas. Prior 
to the last school district meeting, much information had been 
obtained and given to the public through meetings and hearings 
about all aspects of the findings. The voters had a chance to 
resolve their questions before the vote on the bond issue. The 
actual vote on the bond issue was a confirmation of the fact 
that the problems had been thoroughly researched, and that the 
most acceptable solutions of the problems had been obtained. 


At this point, other committees went to work; in particular, 
the site and building committee along with the school board. 
They worked very hard to resolve the next major hurdle, that 
of locating an acceptable site. The Perkins’ family helped to 
resolve this issue by donating a very favorable site for the 
location of the new school. Again, much time and effort had 
been expended by the members of these committees to find the 
very best solution to this problem. The town is in their debt 
for the professional manner in which they approached this charge 
to thein. 


We are very appreciative to the Perkins' family for the 
gift of land that eventually resolved this issue. 


The completion of the school building in such a short 
time has been a major accomplishment. The type of building 
provided the opportunity for flexibility not found in most 


buildings today. This assured the Marlow School District the 
ability to conduct an educational program that will meet the 
needs of the students for the foreseeable future. I feel that 
the building also provided a facility for a community center. 
The more a building is used to accommodate community needs, 
the more valuable this building becomes to that community. 


I would like to recognize the special contribution made 
in this program by Assistant Superintendent of Schools, John 
Menton. He, like many others, has devoted many additional 
hours of work to this project. There has never been a question 
of time or hours that he has not given when the need for his 
services arose. His leadership and counsel have always been 
available to the extent that he has given up some of his per- 
sonal and family needs. He has been very astute in his 
judgments and foresight. We are all very appreciative of his 
efforts in the completion of this project. 


The relatively new staff in the Marlow School has been 
very adaptive to this new environment and has provided a good 
beginning in the educational program of the Marlow School 
District. 


I would like to take note of the retirement of Mrs. 
Evelyn Gill as teacher in the Marlow School at the end of the 
school year in 1973. Mrs. Gill has served in the education of 
children for more than thirty years. Many of us today can 
relate to some profit we have gained from our association with 
Mrs. Gill. We all wish her well in the undertakings of her 
choice in the years to come, which she so richly deserves. 


I have been very happy for the opportunity to work with 
all the people in Marlow for this past year. They have shown 
an interest and dedication to education that is indeed rare. 

I especially wish to thank the Marlow School Board for their 
great effort over and above what is normally expected of people 
in this capacity. They have never avoided a difficult issue, 
and have arrived at what seems to be the best conclusion to 

the problems they faced. We all owe them a great deal of 
gratitude for their extra effort this year.

To complete a new school facility within four months, order 
and install new equipment, employ six new staff members, and to 
finalize a whole host of requirements, it would be a gross under- 
statement to say that the 1973-74 school year was busy, memorable 
or eventful. The new school, later to be named and officially 
dedicated as the John Dewey Perkins, Sr. School, Opened its doors 
on September 5, 1973 to Mr. Chagnon's class of fifth and sixth 
grade students. Within a few days, Miss Gorges and Mrs. Davis 
moved from the village school to the new school with their 
classes of grades one through four. By January, the staff was 
completed with program offerings for all students in the areas 
of art, music and physical education. 


As of this report, the facility is near completion. Land= 
scaping, paving of the driveway and sidewalk, and required 
equipment for the kitchen facility are still to be realized. 


The question might be justifiably asked, “Now that the 
Marlow School District has a new elementary school, what does 
the future hold in store for Marlow?" Though the answer is 
not obvious to everyone, the School Board and Marlow's citizens 
have assured for all of its students, grades 1-12, a continuous 
and sequential educational program. The commitment of both the 
Marlow School District and the Keene School District to an AREA 
plan has fulfilled this reality. The voters will be asked to 
confirm this reality at the annual school district meeting.

With specific reference to the new school, the future 
holds in store a challenge which cannot be honestly denied. 
This challenge can be expressed in the following goals: 


A. To state the educational objectives to be attained 
by the pupils in the school after a year and a longer 
time period in terms of level of achievement and 
other performances related to each curriculum area 
and in terms of other values and action patterns. 


B. To plan and implement an instructional program 
suitable for each pupil by varying (1) the amount 
of attention and guidance by the teacher, (2) the 
amount of time spent in interaction among pupils, 
(3) the use of print materials, audio-visual aides 
and directly experiencing educational activities, 
(4) the use of space and equipment, (5) the amount 
of time spent by each pupil in one-to-one interaction 
with the teacher or media, independent activities, 
teacher-or-pupil-led small group activities, and 
teacher-led large group activities. 


C. To assess pupil attainment of initial objectives 
and set the next set of instructional objectives. 


The new school also offers a practical alternative to 
age-graded, self-contained elementary schooling. At the same 
time, a second-level career position in elementary teaching, 
namely that of the lead teacher, is established as an instruc~ 


tional leader, and promotes a self-renewing capability in the 
staff. 


To single out and express my appreciation and thanks to 
any individual or group of individuals would only detract from 
whatever kind or form of contribution and effort others have 
made; this I won't do. So to everyone who has been directly 
or indirectly involved in the events of the past year, a sin- 
cere and grateful expression of thanks for your support and 
the opportunity and privilege of working with you.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE FOR MARLOW 


During the school year 1972-73, forty~three vision tests 
were done, and forty-three hearing tests were conducted, with 
no referrals on vision or hearing. Thirty-six children were 
weighed, measured, and checked by the school nurse for notice- 
able health problems. 


Tuberculin testing was done on the adult school popula- 
tion upon recommendation from the State level. 


A Measles Clinic was conducted and four students were 
given permission for the vaccine. 


Urine tests were done on thirty-six students, with no 
referrals necessary. 


Children to attend the Marlow School for grade one 
attended pre-registration held in April. At this time, there 
is a review of the child's health history, vision and hearing 
screening is done, and necessary referrals are made. 


Due to the State legislative bill, the following has to 
be included in the health history of a child entering school: 


A medical exam by an M.D, 

A TB Test 

Immunizations: Measles Vaccine 
Oral Trivalent Polio Vaccine 
Diptheria, Pertussis & Tetanus series 
Rubella Vaccine 


I shall look forward to continuing the School Health 
Program in the planned new school for Marlow. Community 
cooperation continues to make the program successful.

Consequently, the amount of uncollected and 
unredeemied taxes as shown in this report are subject to any changes 
which may be necessitated by the return of verification notices.

The Marlow Fire Department responded to 27 alarms during 
the year of 1973.

Power outages occurred twice and men stood by at the Fire 
Station on auxiliary power. 


The Department had several money raising activities. The 
money was spent as follows: 


12 foot aluminum boat with oars and 4 life jackets 
Portable radio and charger for batteries 
2 monitors 


The Town also purchased 2 monitors for the Fire Depart- 
ment for a better alarm system. The present alarm cannot be 
heard very well in winter when all houses are closed up. After a 
discussion with the Selectmen, it was decided to buy monitors 
instead of buying a larger siren which probably would drive out all 
the people living near the Fire Station. 


A driver training program was held with the cooperation of 
the New Hampshire Department of Safety. On May 10, the Safety 
Department sent their Driver Testing Van to our Fire Station. 
Twelve men took the test for a heavy commercial license and 
passed. This was also paid for with money raised by the Fire 
Department. 


Due to better organization, more training, and quicker 
response to alarms, the Insurance Board of Underwriters has 
given the Town an E5 rating on fire insurance for a 5 mile radius 
of the Fire Station. An explanation of ratings: 


F no Fire Department 
E2 2 mile radius from Fire Station (our previous 


60 


rating) 
E5 5 mile radius from Fire Station 


Fire insurance rates for F are $6.10 per $1,000. Fire 
insurance rates for E5 are $4.10 per $1,000. There is also 
approximately a 20% savings on Home Owner's policies. 


Thanks to all the firemen for their work and training time. 
Thanks to all the Marlow people for their help on money raising 
programs and their help on building a better Fire Department for 
Marlow.

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REPORT OF NORTH CHESHIRE COUNTY 
HOME HEALTH SERVICE 


This Agency has provided the services of a registered nurse 
on a visiting part-time basis for twenty hours per week. A regis- 
tered physical therapist and a male licensed practical nurse are 
available by appointment on a contract arrangement, Nursing 
services offered include skilled care of the sick at home, health 
guidance and assistance in referral to other community resources. 


The Child Health Conference which provides free medical 
supervision and immunizations to low-income families has been 
maintained. The clinics are held in the Gilsum Church on a 
monthly basis, This program has provided 36 children in 21 
families with 97 doses of vaccines in 96 clinic visits. 


In addition a family health discussion group has been held in 
conjunction with the C.H.C. All parents are invited to this informal 
discussion with the doctor about pertinent health topics. 


It is the people of the towns who have made these services 
available with tax money and contributions to our membership 
drive. Many have helped by volunteering their time to serve on 
the Board, on committees, in membership drives, assisting at 
clinics and providing transportation. Without all of your help it 
would be impossible to provide these important services.
